WASHINGTON, March 10 Ml— 
American forces In the Fhlltpplncs 
invaded tlieir 2*(h Island today, ad- 
vanced on dU fronts and counted a 
lolal ol 282,000 Japanese soldiers 
killed In the campaign. 

The alarmed Japanese parliament 
heard a pleo tor more firemen to 
flghl Incendiaries that have.bunied 
black holes hi the center ol Tokyo, 
Kobe, Oiakn and Nagoln; exemption 
ot firemen from military duty, ond 
faster cvacuoUon of the cities al- 
rtnfly dcnimed ol 20 lo SO per cent 
of their population. 

In crew In g counter-attnckn were 
reported from Burma and tlic Phil- 
ippines. Trapped Japanese In cen- 
tral Burma were opparently trying 
to break through, 75 miles south of 
Man da lay. 

In tlic Ptilllppines, Japanese 
counler-a-v;aull8 attempted unsuc- 
cessfully to halt north advances by 
the ISBtli combat team which made 
another amphibious landlns on 
Eouthwcstcni Luzon.

This man. because he has been 
hunted, has not seen his home since 
July, and has changed sleeplQc quar- 
ters constantly to avoid detection, 
lie desires even now. when under al- 
lied rule, to hovo hLs name withheld 
because he has numerous relatives 
beyond the Rhine, 

He esllmatcd from 1.300 . to 1.500 
persons "ccre Immediate victims ol 
the plat's aftermath, convicted of 
complicity by the people's court. 
Also, bcj'ond them, he added, many 
thomandi of Germany'; "better 
people" were liquidated and many 
"noble" families wiped out.

PARIS, March 19 (>P)— Third army tanks shot within 14 miles of Mninz today and came 
within -15 railca of closing a. trap with the seventh army on 80,000 Germans mnklng a'con- 
fused retreat from the Saarland and Palatinate. 

The famous fourth urmoted dWision capVwtcd Spremilingen litid moved closest to ITalnz, 
and Lieut. Gen. George S. Patton'a tenth armored division sprinted within 19 miles north- 
wc.it of Kaiaerslautern, a key German base of 01,000 in the Palatinate. 

The seventh army, moving more slowly but up to six milca a day through Siegfried line 
fortifications between besieged Sanrbruecken and the , Rhine, closed within 2G miles of 
Kaiscrlautern. 

The third army captured Dillingen and its great steel mill 
and craahed into St, Wendel, only IC milca f com seventh army 
troop-i fighting in the Zweibruecltcn area. A meetiny of the 
armies would trap all Germans in the Sanrbruecken area and 
along tho Saar river where virtually all the Saar steel' nulla 
ore located. 

This trap, within the larger trap west of the RhincJ ivould 
virtually conquer the whole compact Saarland, leaving only 
the Palatinate to tho Germans west of the Rhine. 
The seventh army threw armor into the battle for the first 
time and sent its tanttf crash- 
ing into the border cities of 
Wisscmbourg — historic gate- 
way to the Pnlntinate — and 
Lautcrbourg, nine miles south- 
wcflt of Karlsruhe at the ex- 
treme northeast corner of Al-

SIXTEEN MILLION JOBS FOR WOMEN 

■ When FrcBldont RooBevelt, Henry A. Wal- 
lace and Beardsley Ruml agree thai we can 
and mint have 60,000,000 postwar Jobs in this 
country. It must bo bo. 

The flO-mllllon figure first appeared In one 
bl Mr. Roosevelt's campalen opeeches, and 
Bomo Buspectod that he was Just raising Oov- 
cmor Dowoy'a ante ol promlaea lor a prosper- 
ous future. Mr. Wallaca repeated It In hlu plea 
for the commerce department Job. But now 
Mr. numl, an economlat and businessman, 
lias removed U from the political arena and 
dressed It up with logic. 

■ That loalo, much slmplined, goes like this: 
rail employment requires high productivity 
and low production costa. A market for his 
^increoaed production requires more people 
'with more purchasing power. More purchas- 
ihK power means a big national Income, and 
prosperity. Prosperity means full employ- 
ment. {Or you con start at this end ond work 
Jt backwards,) 

Anyway, Mr. Ruml Ilgures 00,000,000 jobs 
and a 5140,000,000,000 national Income as 
about right. A lot of smart people are now 
Jlgurlng out how to create those Jobs. Un- 
fortunately, we can't be or much assistance 
to them. 

But we did get to wondering the other day 
about the 60,000,000 peoplD who arc going to 
iftltc these Jobs. So wo retired to a neutral 
comer with the World Almanac and eventu- 
ally emerged with some eight-cylinder figures 
of our own. 

The bureau of the census estimates that 
our population will Increase obout 6.3 per 
cent In the lO years between 104O and 1050. 
So armed with that estlmato and the official 
104O population figures wc projected our- 
BOir live years hence when peace will pre- 
sumably he here to stay. 

By 1050 we should have 43,B43,1S0 males 
and 43,614,160 fGmalcs between tho ages of 
AB and 65 from whom to draw our 60,000,000 
Job-holders. Let us discount students, un- 
employablea, and the like, and assume that 
bU the men have jobs. Wo shall' then need 
10,1SG,S50 women to fill up the.Toster. 

Let us also assume that here are still G. 
OeO,7DO farms fn this country,' as there were 
111 1040. Wo ought at least to allow one I8-to- 
68 lemalo to each farm as wife and mother. 
That leaves us 37,717,300 women to fill those 
16,150,800 Jobsi In othor words, almost half 
the women between 18 and 05 will be work- 
ing full thne away from home in 1050, 

It Is estimated that 17,500,000 women ore 
gainfully employed today. There has bcon a 
good deal of talk about tactful ways and 
means of risking them to go home after the 
war and vacate Jobs for returning veterans. 
But the above suggests that the problem will 
be In getting most of them to stajr. 

It remains to be seen what all this Is going 
to do to marriage, home llfo, the core and 
tralnlns of children, and the domeatlo urge 
In .general. Wo don't Know, but we venture 
to predict that our traditional picture ol "the 
little woman" fs due for extensive alterations, 
and that the mold shortage will move into 
the realm ol constant ptodlctables with death 
and taxes. 




DECLINE OF THE CUSS WORD 
H. L. Mencken discusses profanity in the 
Columbia university quarterly, American 
Speech, with tho scholarship ond enthusi- 
asm which he typically bestows upon our 
language. Wc find It a little hard to share his 
nostalgia regret of the passing of true pro- 
laclty since the civil war. with only faint 
revivals In tho World wars of 1018 and today. 

But we do shore his concern at the subsU- 
tutea which are replacing cuss words for 
i| purposes of Invective. Mr. Mencken lists such 
'■■ tags as plutocrat, capitalist, communist, 

• fascist, radical, Eotarlan, Isolationist, ontu 

* Semite, nail ond now dcoler by way of lUus- 
} tratlon. 

I He Is careful to call these words "intrinsi- 
cally Innocuous," which they are. But In In- 
tent and connotation they can become ex- 

I ceedlngly opprobrious. They can accuse a 
man of anything from smugness to treason.
